Montclair bans parking on lawns

Montclair City Council 
members last week vowed to 
upgrade city neighborhoods and 
elevate property values in the 
new year by keeping vehicles off 
front lawns and unpaved side 
yards. 


By April 15, residents should 
be informed of the no-lawn- 
parking ordinance through 
newspaper articles, city 
newsletters and a citywide 
mailing, said Rob Clark, 
community development 
director. 


Those violating the ordinance 
will be warned and then cited, 
Clark said. County low-interest 
loans, the NeighborWorks 
Program and abandoned vehicle 
abatement will be offered to 
residents if paving is required. 


During the second public 
hearing held by the council on 
the matter last week, resident 
John Whatley said he has “been 
asking for it time and time again,

“It has gotten a red ticket, a

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Mayor Larry Rhinehart told 
him the ordinance seeks to 
provide ‘more energetic 
enforcement. If a year from now 
the ordinance isn’t working, then 
come back. Don't complain 
before we have the ordinance in 
place.” 


Rhinehart stressed that the 
current 120-day compliance 
period has been reduced to 72 
days.

The San Bernardino County 
District Attorney's Office won't 
file charges against aman who 
was shot at by Ontario 
International Airport police after 
one officer invoked his right not 
to incriminate himself. 

Deputy district attorney Bob 
Guzzino said last week no 
criminal charges will be filed 
against Joseph Estrada, 32, of 
Ontario or the two Los Angeles 
County Airport police officers 
involved in the Nov. 15 shooting 
on the airport runway 

“We're not filing against 
anyone basically because of the 
lack of cooperation of 
witnesses,”’ Guzzino said. 

The prosecutor, who declined 
to identify the two officers 
involved in the shooting, said the 
patrolman who fired the shots at 
Estrada invoked his Fifth 
Amendment rights, which 
protects him from self- 
incrimination. 

The second patrolman 
provided Ontario police 
investigators with a statement, 
but only after he was ordered to 
do so by his supervisor, Los 
Angeles County Airport police 
Capt. Bill Meyer. 

Guzzino said he considers the 
statement was taken under 
duress and not reliable to prove 
guilt of Estrada beyond a 
reasonable doubt. 

Meyer is on vacation until Dec. 
27 and could not be reached for 
comment. Sylvia Kellison, a 
Santa Monica attorney who 






Kids truly enjoy playing 


and learning at Gymboree.

represents the police officers, 
was out of the office late 
Thursday and not available for 
comment. 

Guzzino also said there was 
no conclusive evidence that 
Estrada was shot by the police 
officer as initially reported 
Physicians who treated the 
victim could not determine 
whether he was shot or 
sustained his head injuries when 
he wrecked his truck. 

But while the officers did not 
cooperate with authorities, 

Guzzino said he believes the 
patrolmen acted appropriately 
Statements by one officer 
showed they were shooting at 
the truck as it sped down the 
runway and not directly at 
Estrada, he said. 

State law allows officers to 
use their weapons if a felony ts 
committed or if the public’s 
safety is in danger, he said. 
Airplanes were on the ground 
and in danger of damage at the 
time of the incident, the 
prosecutor said. 

Guzzino noted that no 
trespassing charges will be 
lodged against Estrada because 
he had a blood alcohol content 
of more than .10, the legal limit. 
The high blood alcohol content 
would cloud the issue of 
whether Estrada intended to 
trespass at the airport. That 
evidence and statements by 
airport personnel that “people 
wander in (the airport) by 
accident all the time’’ make 
proving intent difficult, Guzzino 
said.

Rains don’t mean 
drought is over

Just because it’s been raining 
lately, doesn’t mean it’s time to 
start unnecessarily flushing 
toilets and watering concrete 
driveways again. 

The drought is not over. 

So say the water experts. who 
welcome the recent rains and 
the dent they will make in the 
drought, but warn against 
consumer complacency. 

“When you're coming off a 2- 
year dry period, it takes 120 to 
130 percent to get us close to 
even,” explained Metropolitan 
Water District spokesman Jay 
Malinowski. “Even a normal year 
in California would not totally 
cure the drought.” 

And this year is not yet normal 
despite recent showers and 
predictions of more. 

Last year at this time nearly 
twice as much rain had fallen, 
but the drought continued 
because the rainy weather was 
short-lived and January thaws 
melted the precious mountain 
snow packs on which valley 
water systems depend. 

One storm early last week 
dumped about one foot in the 
Sierras, bringing snow levels to 1 
to 6 feet in the mountains, said 
Jack Pardee, head of the state 
Department of Water Resources 
snow survey office. But so far 
the snow is more fluffy than wet, 
he said. 

“If it keeps Snowing on top of 
that, it will pack it down and 
we'll have it in June, hopefully,” 
Pardee said. 

The last storm dropped 
between 1.5 and 2 inches on 
local valleys, bringing season 
totals to around five inches for 
much of the area. 

But Chino Basin’s chief of 
watermaster services predicted 
that only 15 to 20 percent of the 
rainfall works its way down the 


Upland to apply 
for park funding 


Upland City Council members 
last week approved applying for 
$184,000 in grant funds to help 
develop Cabrillo Park’s 
remaining four acres. 


Upland is eligible for the 
$184,000 to put toward the 
estimated $600,000 Cabrillo Park 
Development Project due to 
voter approval of the California 
Wildlife, Coastal and Park Land 
Conservation Act of 1988. 


If funding is obtained, the 
project balance will be derived 


from the Park Development Fund 


with construction beginning in 
about four months. 


The park is off 11th Street, 


south of Foothill Boulevard, near 


Upland’s western boundary. 


hundreds of feet to the 
groundwater basin after runoff 
and vegetation needs are taken 
into account. 

“It’s been an excellent rain for 
that and the percolation 
efficiency has been good,” said 
a hopeful Peters. ‘If these rains 
keep up and we get a snow pack 
up there, that’s the kind of thing 
we need.” 

The drought has yet to affect 
this valley's water supply 
because underground caverns 
collect a bountiful supply, 
making it far less reliant on state 
supplies than other areas. Chino 
Basin Municipal Water District 
purchases only about 20 percent 
of its water from Metropolitan — 
which provides state water to 


Southern California communities 


— compared to the districtwide 
average of about 60 percent, 
Malinowski said. 

But a state Water Resources 
Control Board proposal would 
severely affect Chino Basin and 
all Southern California water 
districts next year by rolling 
back water allotments to pre- 
drought 1985 levels. 


“That's going to kill us,” 
Peters said. 


The proposal will go under the 


public microscope during 
January and February hearings. 


Meanwhile, Malinowski said 
water experts won't really know 
for a few months whether water 
worries will be over. 


“It must rain at the right time, 


snow in the right places. The 
temperature in January and 
February can't be too hot. The 


water content in the snow has to 


be reasonably high,” he said. 


“I don’t think anyone’s going 
to commit themselves today 
(that) it’s been a terrific water 
year.

A much-ballyhooed flight path 
proposed to reduce the roar of 
departing jets from Ontario 
International Airport has not 
survived the scrutiny of an 
airport noise study because it 
could place ONT jets in the 
paths of other aircraft. 

After computer testing the so- 
called ‘Chino alternative,” 
consultants for the airport’s Part 
150 Noise Study have ruled that 
it would risk safety and actually 
impact more homeowners, not 
less as first expected. 

The proposal suggested that 
jets continue for seven nautical 
miles west over railroad tracks 
after takeoff and then veer south 
over manufacturing sites, 
heading toward Prado Dam. 

“The end result is ... it is not 
deemed feasible,’ Ontario's Part 
150 consultant Dale Beland told 
the Ontario City Council. “A 
seven-mile hole is too risky.” 

The proposal would also place 
more homeowners in areas 
heavily impacted by jet noise 
than any other alternative being 
considered by the Part 150 
committee, he said. 

As many as 19,000 people 
would live within the 65 
Community Noise Equivalence 
Level (CNEL) — where airport 
noise averages 65 decibels each 
day — under the plan, he said. 

It is also the only alternative to 
be tested that would stretch the 
65 CNEL into Montclair, he said 

Chino proposed the alternative 
during an August Part 150 
Steering Committee meeting, 
but Ontario Mayor Howard 
Snider has said that the route 
was originally proposed as long 
as 20 years ago. 

Chino Councilman Dick 
Sawhill, who has represented his 
city before Part 150 committees, 
said that he is not disappointed 
in the findings and Chino’s

proposal is far from dead. 

“We knew we'd have to run it 
to see what would happen,” he 
said. ‘There are some problems, 
but they can be mitigated and 
adjusted.” 

Sure enough, Beland said that 
although the proposed route has 
been ruled out for future flights, 
it will be used as a framework for 
other alternatives. 

For example, consultants are 
now considering a similar route 
using a three mile western 
takeoff path rather than a seven 
mile route, he said. 

Suggestions for various 
runway additions could also be 
added to the proposal. 

The new pattern is expected 
to eliminate some of the noise 
problems being experienced in 
southwest Ontario, he said 


Though Ontario council 
members questioned whether 
the three-mile option would 
instead concentrate noise on an 
already-noisy residential area, 
Beland said that only computer 
testing would tell 


By January, technical 
specialists will complete the 
flight path selections, freeing 
them to stop looking to the sky 
for noise solutions and start 
looking to the ground with such 
programs as home relocations 
and soundproofings 


The 22-year-old project is 
now scheduled to be compieted 
by July, Beland said 


Once approved by the Federal 
Aviation Administration, the 
study will help free up federal 
funds for such programs to ease 
the impact of airport noise. 


“The real challenge is trying to 
convince people that we don't 
have any magic bullets to cure 
this thing, but we do have 
effective strategies that will 
minimize the problem,” he said

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Shigella bacteria Names in the news 
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on the increase

It contaminates the water, 
infects fruits and diseases 
vegetables. If you catch it, 
expect severe stomach cramps, 
fever, diarrhea or even death. 

There’s a better chance you'll 
get it this year: it is spreading. 

The highly contagious shigella 
bacteria spawns an intestinal 
infection whose symptoms are 
acute fever, nausea and, in 
severe cases, blood passing in 
the stool. 

Shigellosis has more than 
doubled this year in Los Angeles 
County, according to health 
officials. In San Bernardino 
County, it has almost tripled. 

Los Angeles County this year 
reported 2,335 Shigellosis cases, 
up 80 percent from 1,298 cases 
in 1987; San Bernardino county 
registered 218 cases, up 191 
percent from 75 last year 

But according to Mike Tormey, 
a Los Angeles County 
epidemiologist, the spread is 
worse elsewhere 

“In some areas it’s four times 
as much or six times as much,” 
he said. ‘‘! would certainly say 
this is aserious increase.’ 

In case studies, Tormey noted 
that many patients had traveled 
to Latin American countries, but 
added that this was not the only 
Cause.

Vermont getting it (also),” he 
said. 

Last August, San Bernardino 
County epidemiologists were 
puzzled over an outbreak of the 
infection in western San 
Bernardino County. 

“We haven't séen this level of 
activity for several years,”’ 
county epidemiologist Alex 
Taylor said in an earlier 
interview. 

He suspected that the 
shigellosis was spread by a 
contaminated water supply or by 
children spreading it to one 
another while playing. 

The disease frequently affects 
toddlers and is usually limited to 
children age 14 or younger. Poor 
hygiene by people who fail to 
wash their hands after using the 
toilet and later eat, drink or put 
their fingers in their mouths may 
spread the infection. 


Once infected, a person can 
be contagious for up to four 
weeks. Health officials 
recommend immediate 
treatment with antibiotics. 


Between 1971 and 1980 one 
fatality in 1,000 attributed to the 
disease was reported

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County may rework developers’ program

SAN BERNARDINO — 
Developers may find their 
incentive program trimmed 
following a recent workshop on 
the county’s growth 
management plan. 

Supervisors Jon Mikels, 2nd 
District, and Larry Walker, 4th 
District, agreed a network of 
incentives encouraging 
developers to build in 
established instead of fringe 
areas to slow urban sprawl 
amount to overkill. 

Do we want to put on a jacket 
and turn up the heat?” asked 
Walker. ‘Some of these 
subsidies should be held back 
until we see what the market is.” 

Giving priority to “infill” 
projects, speeding their 
processing to save builders time 
and money, should be sufficient 
inducement, Mikels and Walker 
said during an informal 
workshop between the Board of 
Supervisors and Growth 
Management Task Force. 

Walker focused on proposed 
reduction or waiver of 
processing fees for urban 
projects as “‘an adsolute one for 
elimination.” 

Close behind, he said, are 
proposals to allow developers to 
build up to 25 percent more 
homes per acre than normally 
allowed if they’re in urban areas 
and to explore creation of 
redevelopment districts to 
upgrade urban facilities. 

“Looks like you're chewing up 
a lot,” said Joe Dilorio, 
representing the Building 
Industry Association on the Task 
Force. ‘Differential fees would 
be an incentive. We haven’t had 
that incentive.” 

Mikels noted that building in 
urban areas which won't require 
extending roads and utilities into 
new areas should be cheaper. 
“The incentives should be there 
in the first place. Do we want to 
further encourage?”’ 

Michael Walker, county 
assistant administrative officer 
for infrastructure, said rural land 
attracts builders because it 
costs less per acre than urban, 
where higher land values reflect 
the cost of utilities and services. 

Developers buy the rural land 


hoping cost of extending 
services to it will be shared by 
government agencies, he said. 

Walker noted one of the goals 
of growth management is to 
have builders bear more of the 
costs of serving their projects. 

“If we start out saying every 
development will reflect its full 
cost, if that’s our incentive or 
disincentive, that’s what we're 
after,” he said. 

The day wasn't a loss for 
Dilorio, however. He convinced 
supervisors that considering 
developer fees alone is too 
narrow an outlook for financing 
improvements. 

He urged adding an action 
policy to the plan which would 
encourage creation of 
assessment districts to ‘spread 
the cost over all those who 
benefit.” 

(Developer) fees aren't 
necessarily the best way of 
financing,” Dilorio said. They 
can’t be used to back bond 
issues, but projected income 
from assessment districts can, 
he said. 

Requiring studies of the fiscal 
effects and service costs for 
developments is ‘‘probably the 
single most critical thing we 
have to do,”’ because it will give 
developers a handle on what 
their true costs will be, Dilorio 
said. He urged supervisors to 
hire consultants to ‘‘get it done 
once and for all.” 

Although supervisors agreed, 
Walker said doing plans early 
will require developer 
cooperation and dollars to help 
finance the studies. 

Dilorio said a way should be 
found for developers to pass 
those costs on to all future 
residents in the area studied, not 
just those who buy homes when 
the study is done. 

A series of proposals geared 
toward encouraging 
implementation of neighboring 
city standards in unincorporated 
areas, which should aid 
annexation, are ‘the most far- 
reaching’ plan provisions and 
will likely be most popular with 
cities, Walker said. 

‘It could naturally be an 
encouragement to cities to take 
part in growth management,” he 
said.

Supervisors assured him the 
plan still will undergo more 
refinement, beginning with a 
Jan. 9 workshop on April's 
expected adoption of a general 
plan update.

Riverside County 
transportation projects are 
accelerating due to a half-cent 
sales tax for highway 
improvements, leaving San 
Bernardino County stalled on the 
shoulder. 

Since passage of a sales tax 
measure last month, Riverside 
County has been able to move 
ahead on acommuter rail project

relieve traffic congestion. 
However, a year after the 
defeat of a half-cent sales tax in 
San Bernardino County, a 
commuter rail project from San 
Bernardino County to Los 
Angeles, a freeway extension 
and improvements of existing 
highways have been postponed. 
During the San Bernardino 
County election it was projected 
that nearly 60 percent of the 
$900 million to be collected 


highway and freeway projects, 
with the remainder used for local 
street improvments. 

Riverside County’s sales tax is 
expected to generate $32 million 
per year for the next 20 years. 
Voters there also approved a 
ballot measure making Riverside 
a Proposition 5 county. 

Proposition 5 was passed by 
state voters in 1974 and allowed 
state gas tax funds to be used 
for transit projects other than 
state highway construction. 


Proposition 5 funds available 
annually to 16 counties that have 
passed such measures, said 
Linda Bohlinger, deputy director 
of the California Transportation 
Commission. 

Riverside County will receive 
an additional $2.5 million each 
year in Proposition 5 funds from 
the state to use on such projects 
as commuter rail, said Riverside 
County Transportation 
Commission spokesman Paul 
Blackwelter.
